Number of Basiness Failures Growing Ap-
preciably Smaller,

NEw Yorg, October 17.—A still more
pronounced gain in the volame of trade
distribution is indicated by special tele-
grams to Bradstrest’s this week, Reports
of an enlarged trade in dry goods aund cloth-
ing, boots and shoes and groceries, and
manufactares of iron snd steel come from
leading points West, South and Southwest,
but notably [from Chicago, Cincinnati,
Omaha, 8t. Louis, Dallas and New Orleans,
while at St. Joseph, Houston, Philadelphia
and Boston the movement is of large and
satisfactory propertions.

A{ San Francisco trade is good, but is in-
terfered with by the hot political campaiga.
The movement of sugar and cotton at New
Orleans is large. Leather is steady in most
markets, with a further accumulation of
rough grades. Receipts of cattle and hogs
at Omauha sand Kansas City are smaller and
prices are up 10 cents. Iron and steel are
steady and unchanged in the Iast, while
active and tending uoward in the West, ex-
cept for Lake Superior pig iron.

ACTIVITY ALONG THE LINE,

Collections rule fair to good. The paper
trade is active and produection is increasing,
At New York generul srade isactive in
nearly all lines, particalarly in woel, glass-
ware, foreign drygoods, furniture, carpets,
groceries, jewelry, paper, fruits and con-
fectionery. Prices are generally firm with
an upward tendency. Glove importers
bave agreed to advance quotations on many
grades. Building materials are recovering
from the late brick boycott. Spruce and
pine lumber is §1 off on removal of the
Canadian export tax. Dealers in Maine ice
have lost money this year, Liguidation of
foreign holdings of American stocks caused
further decline in share values,

Net railway earnings for Angust make a
poor showing, reflecting unfavorable influ-
ences ol low rates.
